One of these, as we reported last month, is to be 
set up within the diocese of Colombo, in spite of the strong protest 
of the Bishop of that diocese and the Standing Committee of his 
Diocesan Council. So clear and formal an act of schism is not 
a happy augury for the inception of the new body, and it is 
difficult to understand how the Anglican bishops of the existing 
dioceses in South India could agree to it: but so it is. Some

1 wondered what kind of reception I should get everywhere 
and what kinds of audiences I should meet; whether I should 
know all the answers, and whether I should occasionally at least 
meet a “* Tartar."’ My first meeting was in Reading, where I read 
a prepared address. I soon found that to be inadvisable, except 
for certain special occasions, so from that time forward I have 
talked extemporaneously, suiting style and talks to my audience. 

I have been received everywhere with the greatest kindness, 


-but not always with entire agreement. I should here and now 


like to extend to all my hosts and hostesses my warmest thanks. 
Perhaps C.D.C.P. didn’t consider, or intend to cofisider, the 
happiness I should enjoy socially in the homes of our very 
generous clergy, but it is to me one of the outstanding, joys of 
my work. 

Perhaps my greatest iscsi of all is the sense that I am address- 
ing the wrong people. I am for the most part speaking to the 
already convinced, whereas there is a mass of our fellow Church- 
men who from sheer ignorance know nothing of the need to 
‘contend earnestly for the Faith.’ Yet even instructed Church- 
men and Catholics show an amazing lack of knowledge of the 
South Indian Scheme and of what is going forward in the same 
direction in England. I am absolutely convinced that my work 
is necessary and urgent. 


I invite parish priests to ask me for Sunday as well as week- 
day talks. No visit is in vain, but a Sunday talk gets through to 
people who will never attend meetings. And they are always

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THE BISHOPS AND DIOCESES FOR > 
SOUTH INDIA 


It has now been decided that the Church of South India’ shall 
consist, at inauguration, of fourteen dioceses each with a bishop 
at its head and no assistant bishop. The division of what was 
geographically “* four and a bit ’’ dioceses in the Church of India, 
Burma and Ceylon into fourteen will, of course, have the advan- 


tage of making the bishop more in touch with -his diocese than 


was possible before, and a great deal of travelling will be avoided. 
But as the number under the bishops’ jurisdiction will be increased 
by the inclusion of the members of the Methodist and the South 
India United Churches, their spiritual charge will not be much 
less onerous than before. Roughly the number of people under 

the charge of fourteen bishops will be twice as many as those 
formerly under the charge of five. The dioceses will be reasonably 
compact, and the bishops reasonably approachable geographically. 

But the bishops’ tasks will not be easy, for they will have to try to 
guide the integration of conflicting conceptions of the ministry, 

and will be powerless to rebuke any minister whose doctrinecan 
be claimed to derive from a confession of faith taught by his 
church before the inauguration of the union, even though the 
neighbouring presbyter proclaims views, and that legitimately, 
contradictory to those of the first presbyter. 


PREPONDERANCE OF EUROPEANS 


Of the newly nominated bishops no less than eight are Euro- 
peans. Thus the hope that, as this was indeed to be an Indian 
church, most of them would be Indians is early exploded. In 
the Anglican dioceses concerned three bishops were .European 
_and two Indian, so that the proportion is not much changed in 
the new church. | 

Seven of the bishops elect are Anglican and seven are Free 


Churchmen, which roughly represents also the division in member- 
ship of the new body. As the five bishops concerned in the union 


remain as bishops, there are only two new bishops from the’ 


Anglican side of the negotiators. Among the former Anglicans 
on the new bench four are European and three Indian, and 
among former Free Churchmen exactly the same proportion is 
found. It seems, therefore, that the “ reactionary ”’ Anglican 
Church does not, in fact, lag behind the “ progressive '’ forces 
of the Free Churches. 


Of the former Anglicans four bishops retain what is left of their 
former sees and the Rt. Rev. Y. Mutyalu, Assistant Bishop of 
Dornakal, goes to the new diocese of Kistna and Godavari, 
which is taken out of the diocese of Dornakal. Bishop Mutyalu 
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has worked in and about the district for many years and will be 
no stranger to his people. The two new bishops from among 
the former Anglicans are the Ven. T. G. Stuart Smith, a C.M.S 
missionary, who will take charge of the diocese of North Travan- 
core; Cochin and Malabar, formerly part of the diocese of Travan- 
core and Cochin, and Canon Bunyan Joseph, at present Warden 
of the S.P.G. High School, Nandyal. His diocese is to be that of 
Kurnool and Anantapur, and comprises the six deaneries of the 
S.P.G. Teligu field and a part of the S.I.U.C. Telugu Church 
Council area. Canon Joseph will not have an easy task, as this 
area of the S.I.U.C. includes the districts worked by some of the 
most radical of the Congregationalist element in the S$.1.U.C. 
and has been the home of strong opposition to the scheme from 
the Free Ghurch side. Doctrinal conflict is bound to be severe, 
and one fears whether Canon Joseph is sufficiently strong a 
disciplinarian and administrator to hold the diocese together. 
The task would call for the best in an Azariah, and there do not 
seem to be any more Azariahs available at present. On the credit 
side must be put the great respect in which Canon Joseph is held 
and his own patent sincerity. He is the author of several small 
books and some lyrics (hymns) in Telygu. His outlook is such 
that doctrinal differences do not seem important to him and his 
selection will be popular in-the area. 


THE FREE CHURCHMEN NOMINATED 


Of the seven former Free Churchmen nominated two are 
Methodists and five members of the S.1.U.C. 


' By and large, it seems that a fair attempt has been made to - 
nominate as bishop of each diocese a minister from that Church 
which is numerically stronger and whose area is the greater in 
the diocese concerned. None of the elections is surprising to 
anyone acquainted with the area and the men concerned, though 
there are some surprising Omissions. Some notes on one or two 
of the new dioceses and bishops may be worth while. fare 


In the Rev. J. E. L. Newbigin of the S.1.U.C. the new diocese 
of Madura receives as its bishop a Church of Scotland missionary, 
a prominent worker for the union scheme and a very capable and 
thoughtful theologian. Many who disagree on a number of points 
of doctrine and se with Mr. Newbigin have no difficulty in 
respecting his ability and courtesy in controversy.- His task will 
not be an easy one, for political feeling tends to run more highly 
in Madura than in other parts of South India, and this political 
and party spirit is not absent from Church committees. His 
diocese will include most of the area of the American Madura 
Mission (Congregationalist) and a part.of the C.1.B.C. Tinnevelly 
diocese. 
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Of the two Indian nominees one, the Rev. H. Sumitra, is an 
S.1.U.C. minister and will take over the care of the diocese of 
Cuddapah and Chittoor. This will include part of the area of the 
S.1.U.C. Telugu Counc l and two deaneries of the present Dornakal 


diocese. 


The other, the Rev. S. Kulandram of the S.I.U.C., will be in 
charge of the diocese of Jafina. Jaffna is part of the diocese of 
Colombo, a diocese which is not included in the four dioceses 
which are seceding from the Church of India, Burma and Ceylon. 
In setting up a bishop of Jaffna and creating a diocese within the 
diocese of Colombo, it is difficult to see how the charge of setting 
up a “rival” bishop can be avoided. That this could be done 
without the Bishop of Colombo being consulted in advance is a 
grave irregularity and it is not easy to escape the charge of 
schism. 


= ogg. 6 generally, the selections are about as good as they 
could be, since the bishops elect had to be chosen from the three 
uniting Churches and since, numerically, the choice of half 
Anglican and half Free Churchmen is reasonable enough in the 


circumstances of the union. One or two names are surprisingly . 


omitted from the Free Churchmen selected. 


But what is most distressing is that large groups of Anglican 
Churchmen are being handed over to the episcopal ministrations 
of Free Churchmen who have hitherto denied the necessity of 
episcopacy, and even now accept it only in a truncated and non- 
doctrinal form, acknowledging only that it is “ historic,” which 
neither they nor anyone else ever doubted.

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EXAMINATION THE CANADIAN 
UNITY PROPOSALS 


This is the title of a 12-page pamphlet by the Rev. H. R. T. 
Brandreth, published by the Dacre Press, Westminster, price 9d., 


post free rod. 


After a note on the nature of the two parties to the proposals, 
the Church of England in Canada and the United Church of 
Canada, a union of the Presbyterian, Methodist and Congrega- 
tional Churches in the Dominion, and of the inception and course 
of the negotiations leading to the proposals, the pamphlet sum- 
marizes the recommendations of the Report from the Reunion 
Committee, and proceeds to examine them. 


About the Faith, the Report itself says little more than that 
the two parties are “agreed concerning the essentials of the 
Faith,” but Fr. Brandreth goes behind this to “the Basis of 
Union of the United Church,’ where, he says, “* there is a reason- 
ably full summary of doctrine,’’ some of the articles of which are 

‘‘much more definite and catholic than our own Thirty-nine 
Articles.” But this approval is rather discounted by the criticisms 
which he goes-on to make of various points in them. All this 
enforces the remark in Fr. Riley’s article in Fatth and Unity last 
month (page 110) that “if the proposals reached a further stage, 
it would be necessary to examine the assertion that the two Com- 
munions concerned are agreed on * the doctrines necessary to be 


believed.’ ” 


UNIFICATION OF THE MINISTRIES 


When he comes to speak of the actual proposals, Fr. Brandreth 
does not, it seems to us, at all meet the difficulties which Fr. Riley 
ointed out in his article in the idea of ** parallel ministries ’’ and 
in the method proposed for their unification. ‘* Ordination m the 
United Church,” Fr. Brandreth says, “can add nothing to the 
fulness of the Anglican priesthood,” but it “can certainly add 
something to the individual Anglican priest who receives it. It 
not merely gives him a commission to minister to congregations 
. of the United Church, but it also gives him the full recognition of, 
and status in, that communion, with all the spiritual blessings it 
is able to bestow.’’ We do not see what that “also”’ includes 
more than would be given by “ a commission to minister.” And 
what function could it add to those already exercised hy one 
already ordained to“ the office and work of a Priest in the Church 


of God ” according to the Anglican rite ? 


_ The form of ** Ordination to the Full Ministry ” of the United 
Church, which Fr. Riley quoted (page 109), but Fr. Brandeth does 
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not, surely must imply something more than “ merely a com- 
mission to minister": indeed Fr. Brandeth himself calls 
real ordination in form and intention.”” The question is, “* W hat 
can it give that the priest has not already got? This question 
is not answered except for the rather vague phrase which we have 
already quoted. 


Fr. Brandreth says that the present proposal © is in full accord 
with the provision of the 1920 Lambeth Conference . . . in the 
‘Appeal to all Christian People.’ ". But in the quotation which 
he makes from the Appeal what is proposed is that Anglican 
Bishops and clergy should * accept ... . a form of commission or 
recognition, " whereas it offers to ministers of other bodies “a 
commission through episcopal ordination. "Moreover, the former 
is commend our ministry,”’ which we alre have, to. their 
congregations,” whereas the latter is offered “as obtaining for 
them a ministry " which they have not got. 

Though we have been rather critical of the pamphlet in certain 
respects, nevertheless we hope that it will be’ widely read, for it 
does bring out some points which have not been dealt with in our 
own articles on the proposals, and it is a valuable warning against 
the too ready acceptance of them, even though, as Fr. Brandreth 
says, “ Catholics have greeted (them) without panic or hostility 
and even with some measure of cordiality.”’ ;
